Election/Restrictions 

Applicant's election without traverse of claims 1 ,2, 5-10 in the reply filed on 
01/23/2008 is acknowledged. 

Claims 3-4 and 1 1-21 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 
CFR 1.142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no allowable 
generic or linking claim. Election was made without traverse in the reply filed on 
01/23/2008. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 
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Claims 1, 2 and 5-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Borges et al (US 2005/0033417 A1). 

Borges teaches the coating of an implantable medical device with a composition 
comprisng a basecoat and a topcoat, wherein the basecoat includes at least one active 
agent that is incorporated into a first polymeric material, the basecoat is affixed to the 
surface of the medical device, and the topcoat contains a second polymeric material 
which is affixed to the basecoat for the purpose of controlling the elution rate of the at 
least one active agent (paragraph 0027). Borges teaches a particular embodiment 
wherein the basecoat comprises a fluoroolymer and rapamycin and the topcoat 
comprises an acrylic polymer (paragraph 0030). Borges further teaches the particular 
medical devices, stents, anastomosis devices and stent-grafts (abstract; paragraph 
0032). Additionally, Borges discusses drug combination therapy for the treatment of 
restenosis and lists possible drugs that may be employed in the invention including 
rapamycin, cladribine and etoposide [0085 - 0087]. Thus it would have been well within 
the skill of the ordinary practitioner to claim the instant medical device given the 
disclosure of Borges et al, and further with a reasonable expectation of similar 
therapeutic results. As such, the instant claims would have been obvious to one of 
ordinary skill in the art at the time of invention given the disclosure of Borges et al.
